GROWING 

Mr.  T.  B.  Coxwell,  his  daughter, 
Annie,  and  his  son,  Harry,  have 
recently  contributed  some  very  inter¬ 
esting  and  valuable  additions  to  the 
Georgia  History  Museum  which  is 
growing  rapidly  under  the  champion¬ 
ship  of  Dr.  Amanda  Johnson.  The 
contributions  made  by  Mr.  Coxwell 
include  a  17th  century  lantern;  a 
grits  mill  used  by  the  early  Indians 
in  this  region;  an  old  wooden  lock; 
and  the  first  form  of  iron  nails.
